It quickly 
puts the soil in condition to assimilate plant-food. It frees the potash, 
phosphoric acid and nitrogen already in the soil, and turns the nitro- 
gen into the rich nitrates valuable for plant use. 

Our prepared lime is fresh from the kilns, clean, well burnt, thor- 
oughly decarbonized and especially prepared, so that it will go three 
times as far as the lump lime generally used, and is fine enough to 
run through a drill.
